; The fact of a MioiBterial Oouncil being rc- 
qnired, having been admitted by the vote 'of 
Ibo Bouse, we may assume that williiu a 
short lime this uew Council will bo an estab- 
lished fact in tho history of tho rise qdJ pro- 
iiliP"* Vancouver Island. The reso- 
' ' ' lutions proposed by Dr; Helmoken as 
amnnded, aro probably the best that could 
have been passed, in view of the prasent posi- 
tionlof tho despatch of public btisineas in tho 
House. ThoCoancil to bo estnblishod will con- 
sist of independent members, not holding 
any Government oQloe ,\at Jeast not one of 
those oiRoes which qualiry tho'^entleman ol 
holding it for a seat in the Execulivo 
.. Council. And wa conceive it to bo a 
...^far . better arraiigenaent that the members 
^oC'tha Gorernment should, not sit at tho 
^ Coaocil ali all) ''t^''^^' tban ait there without 
, the poyrer of voting. If the latter course 
wore adopted we' shoald have the 
anomaly of a responsible council, composed 
partly of responsible ond partly of entirely 
irreaponsible members, for those who sit nt a 
eonDeil bo^rd^without the power of voting, 
or otheiwise oontroling the aotion of their 
except' by "^eir ;<iidyio e, 
oaanot certainly be held rcsponsibie for the 
actions of tho voting portion of the Council. 
It has often been argued, and it is bold by 
many, that tho minority ia the Housu are iu 
no way responsiblo for an act of I'atliaiiient 
against which tbcy have voted. How much 
'lUoreeabstantial. ia the argument ll\at those 
not having tho power to Vote in a council 
aro not to bo regarded as being parties to the 
acts anddoods of those by whoso voice alone 
tho proceedings aro regulated. It mem- 
bers of tho JOxecutivo woru allowed to 
ait without voting, tho Governraont would 
be nominally present at the Council, but vir~ 
Hnally, from the connpulsory silence of tho ex- 
"eoutivo members of the Couuoil, would bu 
'unrepresented; literally tho government 
members would have no voice in tho pro- 
ceedings, for wo can hardly suppose that tlio 
Colonial Secretary, tho Attorney Goneral, 
the Surveyor Generali or ]tlie Treasurer, 
.sroilldiatteDd /the meetufg8<bCra<iMiaiat$ml 
CpuDcU for the sake of ofleiing suggestions 
^jion'tlie conduct of affairt over' whioh they 
aro powerless to exercise any control 
by their vole one way or another. Tho 
principal object of the Ministerial Coun- 
oil is to facilitate the irablio. bnsiaess of 
the Iloasa, consequently i 'tlie'metn&Ma''' of 
wbioh it is composed,' -mnat •be upon an 
equality, or we cannot expect that they will 
take any interest in the proceedings of the 
Council board. It might, however, be dosir- 
able, that an official should sit at the Council 
boardtiuijan. odTieferji-holdiog the nominal 
positioiro'f ci,erk''or''Beoretary to the board, 
his s<d(Mi being thua clearly deflnad, whereas 
that of silont members of the^council would 
not. Tho proposed Council will, if established 
on tho basis proposed by the resolution.?, bo 
a thoroughly responsible body, and if thoy 
lose the coDGdeuca of tho House must 
j^ign their trust, bat it ' does hot ' seem' to 
be very clearly understood what powers 
*Bre intended to be conferred on tie 
new body. Are thoy to have tho 
the same powors;a3 tho Cabinet Ministers in 
Eaglaad? Are they to have the patronage 
attaching to Government appointments, or 
■what} other return will'they 'receive for the 
additional time and labor thoy will have to 
bestow on publio affairs? If thoy aro to 
have tho care and responsibility of framing 
bills, Ibey are surely entitled to somu couB- 
dence and consideration from Unvornment in

ENGLAND AND PRANCE. 
It seems tolerably plain, from what can 
be gathered from the best organs of public 
opinion in England, that tho refusal of ller 

« Mojckty's Government to take pari in tho 
nnwontod deliberations of a goueral consross 
of nations in tinio of peace, has met with 
the decided conourronco of tho majority of 
thinking minda in the lingliah nation. The 
argument adduced by,*. thei.few. t.ffbo.disap- 
prove the resolution takehj'ddes' not seem to 

j^Mrryi^ffith it any weight. The British nation 

*k?e satisfied that if they aro to bo dragged 
into a war because they have the misfortune 
to offend the Emperor of tlie FreDob, they 
must meet it manfully. _ .^'p. . - ' 

The many reasons which .oxiSuagainit ro- 
modoling tlie map of Europe, were most do 
" -e-lidately touched upon by Lord Russell in his 
despatches. It was not to bo expected that 
tho Czar would givo up I'oliuid ; Austria, 
Franoo,.ltaly, the Pope, and the tjiiltun, have 
all mate'rial reasons for desiring that matters 
should romaiu qoiesMnt. It was open to 
England, as tb Biis'sia.'Anstriiii nnd Prussia, 
to temporise and gain time— to accept 

. tho invitation to the Cougress with certain 
conditions. But' when the distinct question 
of what matters were „to come within the 
Boope ol the consultation, wos cither evaded or 
unansweradj Jby M. Dronyn do'Liiuys, it 
was wfso and politic on the part of 
the Ministry to decline going into it. 
" The" real ' gisf of the whole matter 

■ was simply this, the questions were left open 
to ambiguity and to dangjr, for tho deeUiona 
: could only bo onlorcod by war ; and boloro 
the discussion is over il will probably be ac- 
knowledged as the trbe one. The refusal of 
England is the subject of continuous abuse in 
the Parisian press, or a great portion of it, who 

'aro ah^jed 'that on this point, at least, the 
Britilh people and govornmont are as one, 
and both alike see how futile would be tho at- 
tempt at discussions, which could only, end in 
injustice to stJmc aid danger to many. Any 

.decision of tho Congress would have neoessi-

: / won any reluctant aud reoalcitra.'.t nafon. 
Ttat would be, in itself, war. llus, thanks 
, to the clear decision oi England against 
being needlessly nii-ved up m such uilairs, 
has bwn posJfiODed, if not altogether averted.

TBIAL OF THE IDAHO SIURDERERS. 

The Orcgonian contains full pailiculars of 
the trial and senleiiee of Ilowanl, Komain 
and Lower, the murderers of .Magruder, Allen 
and Phillips, oonviotsd by the confession of 
William Page, an aoce.ssory to tbe crime. 
Tho evidence, after narrating the mealing of 
tho murderers wilh their victims, and thu 
incidents of travel for the few days before 
tho perpetration of the murder, gOL-s on to 
desci'ibu thu paiticulars of the fearful tragedy 
as follows : 

" Howard nnd Roinain told me that this night 
t'lcy meant to hare tho money ; they cnution- 
od iiie several times through the day not to 
lio frightened ; after orossing Clearwater 
r^vci', wo came up n very steep trail about 13} 
miles; here we oampcd under some large 
trees ; we turnod aurenimals oul to graze, and 
got supper ; it was Magruder- and Lower's 
turn to look after tho animals'tbe'^ftrst watch , 
after supper. Lower went up the hill lo see if 
tho animals wofo all right ; sonti returned and 
stated thai they were all right, nnd said that 
ho would tako an axe up to make u fence 
across tho trail, build a fire and have n good 
lime tho roiiiainder of the night ; him md 
Miigrudor got ready to go up. Lower walki.sg 
a little ahead with.an^axe in his hand ; Ma- 
gruder told Klin^'^llttla previdd^.to this that 
one gun would do them, and that he. Lower, 
need not tako any up J when they go; started 
up a few steps Magruder looked tmck into 
camp and then up at Lower, some two or 
three limes, and thoii went on up ; this is the 
last time I saw Magruder deid ov aliiv ; 
tho.<e that wore in cjmp went lo be-l as nami!; 
I was awakonod abinil the middle of Ihe 
nij;lit, and li'-ard soinelhing coming doivii tho

Howard and Komain then got up and passicl 
me, each wilh an a.\u in his hand ; they ir.,'l 
iio hoots, coals, nor hats ; they Wiiiit in (lie 
direction where Iho two bi-olhors w.-ro sh-";)- 
iiig ; 1 .^-loii hu.ird s.-reral blows of llie u;i- s, 
and sovoi-al long, mournful groan.i ; afh.'i- a 
few inomonis lln'y reliiniod and laid 
on the blanltels wilh Lower again ; in a olinrl 
time Ilowanl got up wilh a shot gun in tiii 
hands and won!; lo tho tent whcie .-Vlloa 
slept ; KoiiKiiii passijd my head with nn a.v-:; 
in his hand, sluppod about the centre of the 
blankets, and I cuininciiccd rahtiiig c.p ; ho 
told me twice, in a low lone, lo lay still ; 
al ihe ccrnor of Ihe lent, in the ."ihade, th« 
gun went oil', and Itoinain liit Piiillips nt the 
same time a very heavy blow with Ihe a.vo 
on the head ; I'hillips screamed murder, 
but Ilomain kid on tho heavier two or 
thrcR limes ; iluring this lime I was putting on 
my clothes; Itomnin called Phillips as — n of u 
h— h, that ho had uo business to come along, 
that ho told him not lo corns ; Romain said

would have aliol him in the shoulder, but he

Howard told me to mend up iho Ore, that 
there, was whera.thd.:|ob'Wai done for Ma- 
gruder; I went up and seen tha animals, 
and turned sqipe of them b«cl( qn the trail 
again ; when I got back they asked me if I 
llxed up the fire ; I told tbem yes, and that 
it had got te..runniog; amQDg the dry leaves 
^nd loga,".and tbat"4 "-put' it put ; Lower told 
me that there wi>s wljore Iho job was dons 
for >!agrqder, that J might not to havo pu( 
it out ; that he kicked it about in o.'der tq 
burn up the blood | when I oarae up the hill 
they were all staiidiug around tho fire ; thry 
said Ihera was not as much money as they 
expected— they had searched the bodies 
while 1 was up the hill, and had lied Phil- 
lips and Allen up in the teiil with a picket 
rope ; 1 helped lo lio Ihe two brotlieis up 
myHelf, and helped curry them on n slick ; f 
bad hold of oiitt and of the slick, I,Qwcr and 
Itoinain helped, 1 don'l renieinber which 
had hold of ih'j slick wilh dih ; wo laid 
thciii on a big ilat ruck on ihu brow of the

loss of properly estimated at Sl,0l)0,i)OO. 
Corrospon lenca from Yorktown of Ihc N. X. 
Herald says : 

A (ire broke out at about C o'clock hist 
cvoiiiiig, in the liospil. I of Ihe 1-18 rogimont 
.Vcw York Voluiteers, apparently from tho 
slovnpipe loading through Ilia roof id Ihe 
building. This hoitu was in a blaze w-ilhin 
a foiv moments afler the fira was first dis- 
ooTored, and owing tu the fact ihul no engines 
wuro on the grosiid nor water anywheio 
williii! reach, it wus impissiblu lo subdue it 
on the start. The govornnieiit bakery nd- 
joinliig took (ire, and iu a short tiiiie lliis 
huiise was levelled lo iho ground. 
'I'lie iininonso lieat created by tho burning 
I timbers s.'oii lul liie to tho Quvernment 
I arsenal, nnd as ipiick as this fact was asu-et- 
1 tallied a geueral evacuation of ths town oc- 
curred. Jilveiybody realized ihodanger to be 
npprohcndod from an explosion of the highly 
iiillainmablo material stowed ia the. magazine. 
The arsenal, though coaslruelcd sf heavy 
timber, was soon in a perfect blaze, and not 
many iiiiiiiito.-; aller its taking lite the occa- 
sional pojipiiig ol a shell reminded thu 
Karrisou and the flying citizens that Iho grand 
/iit'ile was olost) at hand. A consiilsrablu 
number of shells were thus exploded bafoie 
the powder magurino was icachud, and 
when at last the inluriated llamus coiiii'iiiii i- 
catod therewith, a repori like ihc eruption ol 
a volcano followed. 

Tho .scene of the e.xplo.iion o( thu poivdoi- 
magazine is duscrihiid by eye witnesses a < 
fearfully grand and lerrilio. Whoa ilio im- 
moiiso woiuht of earth and inolal was luirlod 
iiilu the air tiy Ihe loicj id iho i;;uili-d pow- 
dur, the onliio lir.ivoiu were fjr .>nvoral mo- 
mollis brilliantly illnniinalod. The bursting 
shells wlii/.zud thruugh Iho atmosphere in 
rapid llight, and piecin o( iron foil indis- 
criminately among houses, horses, w-aguns. 
ito., sparing neither persons nor properly i-i 
their descent. Burning ridtars were also 
hurled hundreds of foul from their original 
positions, and several persons were thus in- 
jured in being struck by the Hying beams. 
Brick, mortar and lumbor strewed tho walks, 
BTonnos nnd wharves of Yorktown, nnd tho 
panic-stricken people running lo and fro, a.=i 
well as frightciiod animals slainpcding, added 
considerable excitement to tha already iu 
spiring scene. 

'I'he guard house wherein were confined a 
number of prisoners, being built of logs, 
fould not long withstand the flames, and as 
won at the building wus on fire, prisonors 
were let out and s6nmpered^ .oil pell-mell. 
The sentry on duly there was, struok by some 
fragments of exploded, shell and bndly 
wounded, yet ho did not leave his post until 
he was regularly relieved Irom duly. In fact, 
the sentinels, as a general thing, acled very 
bravely, nnd heroically stood to their posts. 

A number of ladies, wives of the ollicers in 
camp al Yorktown, wer-o rulher. frightened 
when tho sIihIIs comnioiicod to o.\plodo, and 
sought refuge on board the mail boat Thomas 
A. Morgan, lying nt the whaif. Captain 
'Ihomas Kdgar, Iho coiiiniaiider of the Mor- 
gan, as Weil as his ofli.iors, did everything in 
their power to lake care o( the fair nnd 
frightened ones.
